I EDMONTON: Approrimately 200 
J. delegates to the national eonfer- 
I ence of the Canadian Common- 

* wealth Federation held here last 
week found many issues to con¬ 
demn, reject and regret in both 
national and international spheres. 

If they found anything to con¬ 
demn, reject or regret within the 
CCF itself, they did it within the 
organizational meetings held at 
various times during the three-day 
meeting behind doors which open¬ 
ed only for .bona fide party mem¬ 
bers. 

* Facing the delegates in the open 
sessions were nearly 300 resolut¬ 
ions, submitted by provincial 
blanches of the party and the nat¬ 
ional council. Only aboqt 150 were 
pissed in-the three days and the 
remainder was referred to the 
council for action. Considerable 
debate took place on many and 
some were amended. 

The delegates asked the council 
to find some means of reducing 
the number of resolutions placed 
before the next natipnal convent¬ 
ion. 

’• Observers at the convention 
found the delegates dedicated Lo 
the party, Its ideals and the con¬ 
vention. Sessions were well-attend 
ed by the delegates who had been 
appointed by organizations in pro¬ 
vinces across Canada. Delegates 
addressed themselves to the busi 
ness un the agenda, spending far 
less time in private meetings and 
parties in hotel rooms than is the 
practice at many other convent¬ 
ions—political and other. 

As Canada's socialist party, the 
CCF pressed for extending social 
benefits and public ownership in 
various fields. U'he convention also 
gave its opinions on Canada's role 
in international affairs and trade. 

The federal government was 
ticked off for not planning the big 
natural gas pipeline to the east as 
a public utility; fpr pot preparing 
public works projects to ease the 
unemployment situation and for 
Its lmmlgiallon policies which the 
convention said are “dominated by 
racism and political opportunism 
and dictated by the desire for 
cheap labor for the industrial in¬ 
terests it (the government) repre- 
sents. 

Some of the other things re¬ 
quested in resolutions included: 
farmer and fishery marketing 
boards or agencies, where requit¬ 
ed by the producer,' a committee 
to study agricultural problems; re¬ 
search into a possible crop insur¬ 
ance plan; modification of the 
grain quota system to improve the 
position of the small farmer; cov¬ 
erage for flood losses by the Prai¬ 
rie Farm Assistance Act; increases 
' in the old age pension to $60 a 
month at age 65 without a means 
test, and Sl national health plan. 

The convention asked the gov¬ 
ernment to cut its defence spend¬ 
ing in half and use the billion dol¬ 
lars which would be saved to ex¬ 
tend economic aid to underdevel¬ 
oped countries in the form of cap¬ 
ital investment and technical as¬ 
sistance. Only dissenting voice was 
from the liason officer between the 
CCF and its junior organization, 
the Co-operative Commonwealth 
Youth Movement, Carroll Wenass, 
who suggested that other meas¬ 
ures requested by the convention 
would consume the defence money. 

Pep talks .were directed to the 
delegates by M. J. Coldwell, who 
was re-elected president and con- 
firmedyfts national leader of the 
OC’F $arty, and Premier T. C 
Douglas of Saskatchewan, as well 
as other tgtf'party officials. 

Observers found that mainly 
the convention reiterated Its be¬ 
liefs which hafe been enunciated 
at former contentions or which 
have been stated In the strongest 
terms by the party's leaders In 
public addresses or in the House 
of Commons by CCF members. 

In making his speech of accept¬ 
ance, Mr. Coldwell said that in the 
past 20 years the OCF has accom¬ 
plished more through being in op¬ 
position than the party in power. 
Progressive legislation, he claimed 
has been passed because the Lib¬ 
eral government knew failure to 
pass It would mean the loss of of¬ 
fice. 

Only Albertan elected to the 
national council was William Ir¬ 
vine, of Wetaskiwin. Council chair¬ 
man is David Lewis of Toronto.

- Motorists 401- the most part find plenty to occupy 
their attention when driving in a city, says Mr, Law¬ 
rence. 

The driver must or should be constantly on the 
alert. But when he reaches a long country road, the 
situation changes. He becomes tired, bored and reacts 
much less quickly when faced with an emergency. 
Since he is travelling at least twice as fast as in the 
city, an emergency can be serious. This is a further 
demonstration that country driving is more dangerous 
than driving in the city. 

Safety experts suggest that in order to overcome 
boredom and fatigue, holidayers should begin their 
trips in the morning, following a night’s rest, instead 
of in ^he late afternoon after a day’s work. They sug¬ 
gest the family pack a thermos bottle of hot coffee, 
even if only for the driver, just in case he becomes 
fatigued and there is no eating place handy. 

Observance of other safety hints also is suggest¬ 
ed. These include keeping the driver’s window open, 
regulating speed for driving conditions, rather than 
just obeying speed laws, and staying at least one car 
length for each 10 miles per hour behind the car in 
front. 

“Drivers also should bear in mind that dimming 
headlights is not just courtesy; it is vital for safety. 
By blinding the approaching driver, one is putting his 
own life in danger. The courteous driver also dims 
when following other vehicles,” said the safety direct¬ 
or.

a year or more; 
many farms in Alberta that may 
have an outbreak again this sum¬ 
mer. Research veterinarians have 
also found that many healthy look 
ing hogs carry the germs in their 
tonsils. 

All hog taisers should have at 
least a general knowledge about 
the disease. A bulletin published by 
the Veterinary Services Branch, 
Alberta Department of Agricult¬ 
ure, is available at the offices of 
veterinarians and district agricult¬ 
urists. Briefly, there are 3 types, 
as follows: 

1. Acute—where the hogs may 
be very sick or just found dead. 

2. Diamond skin—where reddish 
and later dark diamond-shaped 
areas will appear on the skin. 

3. Chronic—where the disease 
lin gers, producing a bad heart and 
swollen, stiff joints. 

Swine erysipelas losses can be 
drastically reduced and at little ex 
pense per animal. In 1953 one man 
reported a loss of approximately 
60 hogs from erysipelas. Most of I 
these could have been saved had 
the man followed the recommend- I 
utions Dr. Ballantyne outlines for 
us here. 

1. Call your veterinarian at the 
first sign of sickness in your hogs, 
for an accurate diagnosis and early 
treatment. 

2. Purchase some penicillin, oth¬ 
er antibiotics, or serum, from 
your veterinarian to have on hand 
for immediate treatment or pre¬ 
ventative measures. Delays can be 
costly. Early treatment will save 
practically all the pigs. 

3. Separate sick hogs from the 
healthy ones. 

4. Thoroughly clean and disin¬ 
fect the pens afte.- an outbreak. 

5..Don’t use the same pasture 
two years in a row. Rotating hog 
pasture will also help control in¬ 
testinal worms and other infect¬ 
ions. 

6. A bacterin is available to aid 
in prevention. 

In summary, Dr. Ballantyne 
says, the main^ points to remem¬ 
ber In reducing the loss arc to get 
an accurate diagnosis and start 
early treatment.
